PuitosopHicat INTELLIGENCE, 

The ingenious Door Prieftley having found that 
manganefe, and other natural mineral -fubflances, 
yield a very pure air by extreme heat, it occurred to 
him that fubterraneous fires: might maintain them-_ 
felves by means of the air which they diflodged from 
fuch fubftances as they found in. the bowels of the 
earth. We find that no fire can be kept burning 


without change of air; and that any other than’ 


common, or dephlogifticated air, extinguithes fire as 
effectually as water. 

’ Had fubterraugous fires been a fimple ignition of 
wood, coals, or other combuttible fubitances, it 
would have been Righly probable that air was necef- 
fary for their fupport.. But we find that the great- 
eft heats are produced by mixtures oF various fub- 
frances, independently of any air that may be in con- 
ta& with them. This heat excited in the bowels 
of the earth, from any caufes exifting there, may 
be fufficieat to volatilize any fubftance containing 
phlogifton, and thus produce finoke, fame, (which 
is inflammable air red hot), and every other phe- 
nomenon of volcanos. 

Thefe obfervations led Dr Priefley to try what 
kind, and what qzantity of air would be yielded by 
various mineral fubances 3 and the refult of his ex- 
periments was, that of lava, from Vefutius, ¢! 
ounces yielded 30 ounce-meafures of air. 

Seven ounces of bafaltes, from Scotland, heated 
in an earthen retort, yielded 104 ounce-meafures of 
air. 

Of granite, the Doctor, from one ounce and a-hal, 
extracted 20 ounces of air. ; 

From one ounce of calcined alum, very white 
and clean, he got 60 ounce-meafures of air. 

From four ounces of blue flate, he got 320 
ouneé-meafures of air. 

From five ounces and a half of lime-ftone, of an 
excelleat kind, he got in all 1160 ounce-meafures 
of air. 

Doctor Pricftley’s laft experiment was made with 
pit-coal, fuch as they ufe at Birmingham; three 
ounces of which gave 700 ounce-meafures of air, 
of which he could not be fure that any portion was 
fixed air. It was all inflammable, the firft portion 
of it burning with a white lambent flame, and the 
Jatt with a b/ue one. 

One of the moft remarkable experiments made 
by this celebrated philofopher, and with which we 


fhall conclude this article, was upon dry ox-blood ; \ 


from four ounces of which he obtained 1200 ounces 
meafures of air, and ‘had reafon to conjecture,: that 
not lefs than 200 ounce meafures had efcaped. Ir 


contained no fixed air.
